The average temperature of the week 
was about four degrees above the 
normal, and much more than the usual 
amount of sunshine resulted from the 
generally cloudless weather which pre- 
tlled. 

No rain is reported, except light 
showers from the Eastern sections of the 
state Apart from the heavy general 
rains of the 13th and 14th ult., there 
has been practically no precipitation of 
consequence In the state for mon ttmn a 
month. This fact has rendered the soil 
very dry and consequently unfit for 
plowing and seeding, which work has 
greatly delayed. Fall pastures 
rule very poor, owing to the same 
I. The greatest present need 
farmers is an abundant rainfall. 

While the conditions described have 
boon unfavorable to the work mentioned, 
they have greatly hastened the maturity 
of corn and tobacco. The former crop is 
now practically safe and much of it is 
already cut. 

The prospects for tobacco have im 
proved materially, and everything in- 
a crop of the finest quality, 
though it is probable that the amount 
will fall short of the average. About 
three fourths of it has been cut, and it is 
thought that at the latest the entire crop 
will be safely housed within the next ten 
days. The lateness of the season makes 
the danger from frost greater, but the 
comparatively small portion of the crop 
now exposed, even if it is damaged 
cannot materially affect the general 
character of the yield.

Mr. Cleveland? record as a vetoer 
of pension bills is no worse than the 
record of his party. During the first 
session of the Fifty- 
first (Republican) 
Democrat* Congress 880 special 
and Pensions. pension bills were 
passed; during its 
second session 501— 
a total of 1.3*1. During the first ses 
sion of the Fifty-second (Democratic) 
Congress M private pension bills were 
reported favorably by the Pension Bu- 
reau to the House Committee on Invalid 
Pensions, but only 135 were passed. 
That is to say, only about 13 per cent, 
of the deserving cases were favorably 
acted on by the Democratic House. It 
is needless to say that all bills of this 
kind that did pa?s the House were acted 
upon favorably by the Republican Sen- 
ate, and were promptly signed by Presi- 
dent Harrison. In the three years and 
a half of his administration President 
Harrison has signed 1,576 special pen- 
sion bills and vetoed none. In the four 
years of Cleveland's administration he 
signed 1,246 billsof this kind and vetoed 
524. 

It was in January, 1887, that Congress 
first passed what is known as the " De- 
pendent Pension bill," granting pen- 
sions to every luloo soldier who had 
served three months, and who bad since, 
through no fault of his own, become de- 
pendent for his living on others. This 
bill President Cleveland promptly 
vetoed. Just twelve days before, the 
same Congress passed a bill granting a 
pension to every man who had served 
in the Mexican war, whether he had 
since become dependent or not. This 
bill President Cleveland promptly 
signed. The beneficiaries of the former 
bill lived mostly in the Northern states; 
the beneficiaries of the latter lived largely 
in the Southern states. It was a bill 
that would have pensioned Jefferson 
Davis if he had beeu alive. Mr. Cleve- 
land's signature of it proved that he 
was not opposed to pensions on princi- 
ple, but only to pensions for L'nion 
veterans. 

This is still the attitude of Mr. Cleve- 
land's party. The Charleston New* 
and Courier, the representative Cleve- 
land organ in South Carolina, recently 
printed the following in a leading edi- 
torial:

A DISASTER 

In a Tunnel on the Louisville 
and Nashville Road. 



The False Frame Work Falls U.oca 
Unfortunate Workmen. 



Twenty- Five Injured. Many Very Serlooaly 
—Fighting For Idle In the Darkness 
of the Earth's Depths— Surgeons 
and H rvoaert Bo to tha Soaua. 

IIoo Bum Tunxkl, Ky., Oct 0.— Far 
into the recesses of the tunnel on the 
line of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad at this point there occurred 
Wednesday night one of the most sick- 
ening' accident* that has yet been 
chronicled in the history of the road. 

As the result of the catastrophe the 
tunnel is blocked with fallen debris, 
amid which a wracking crow is digging* 
for the dead sod dying who were im- 
prisoned when It fall. Pent np in the 
narrow passage-way beneath the hill 
the rescuers are working under difficul- 
ties, but with gratifying success. 

Special trains from Louisville sad 
Worthvllle brought physicians Bnd sur- 
geons, summoned to assist in caring for 
the wounded in the accident, and the 
neighboring farm houses were for the 
time converted Into temporary hos- 
pitals. 

So far the number of victims is esti- 
mated at twenty-five, though there may 
be more than that figure. Of these 
cases three are fataL Many of 
tims are terribly cut and bruised, and 
the morning may see more dead men in 
the rooms of the sufferers. 
If The cause of the accident was the 
falling of the false work in tho tunnel, 
which Is being refitted. The contract 
for this work was assumed .by II. B. 
Sqnire & Co., and about 150 men are 
employed ia the task. At 9:30 p. m. the 
men were engaged in setting up the 
timber frame work known as "centers" 
in order to permit the north-bound 
train. No. ft, to pass through in safety. 

Just as this work was about to be 
completed, the framework suddenly 
gave way, carrying with it the men 
who wore working among the timbers 
and falling upon those who were be- 
low. The timbers composing the frame- 
work are of the heaviest kind, Bnd 
every man that was struck was more 
or less seriously injured. 

In an Instant the tunnel became dark 
the lights being extinguished by the 
falling of the frame work. In the 
darkness the wounded men struggled 
to get free from tho timbers that pin- 
ioned them, the air being filled with 
the shrieks of the wounded and the 
groans of the dying. Those who es- 
caped the wreck at once proceeded to 
the outer air to procure relief, and 
above all to flag the approaching train, 
which was due within a few minutes 
after the occurrence of the accident 

Under the direction of Mr. Squire, the 
contractor, who was present at the time 
of the accident but who escaped in- 
jury, the uninjured laborers at once be- 
gan the work of rescue. Others tele- 
graphed to Worthville, the nearest sta- 
tion, for surgical help. The appeal was 
responded to. Dr. Oolden oomiug to the 
rescue. A special train was made up'of 
a coach and an engine, under the direc- 
tion of Conductor McDonald and Engi- 
neer Monahan, and he was fairly 
whisked, like a feather in a wind-storm, 
to the scene. Dr. Kerrell, who resides 
near the scene of the accident was also 
pressed into service, and the two medi- 
cal men worked like Trojans among the 
wounded, attended by amateur assist- 

A telegram was sent to Louisville 
asking for help, and Dr. Roberts, the 
general surgeon, with a number of pro- 
fessional nurses and assistants, at once 
left on a special train, loaded with the 
necessaries for snch work. Wrecking 
crews have beta ordered from the vari- 
ous stations along the line to assist in 
the work of clearing out the debris In 
the tunnel in order that any dead bodies 
may be removed and the line made clear 
for travel 

The contractors are at a lose to ac- 
count for the accident The general 
giving w«.y of the timbers having 
amazed them. It is the belief of those 
on the ground that a high car in the 
freight train. No 79, which 
through the tunnel shortly before the 
accident struck a projecting beam and 
thus loosened the structure. When 
the sudden rush of men upon it came, 
it gave way, thus causing the accident 
Most of the victims are seriously 
jured, many of them having to under- 
go surgical operations for the amputa- 
tion of their wounded limbs.

Arrangements wore made 
to give them a warm reception, and for 
over a week a patrol was maintained 
night and day to give warning of tho 
pang's approach. The raid did not take 
place, and then came the report from 
Iteming, N. M., that United States offi- 
cers had had a battle with the band in 
that territory and that throe of the 
bandits had been killed This report 
was believed here to have been circu- 
lated by the Daltons themselves, the 
intention being to divert attention from 
their real Intentions and to lull the 
people of the town into a sense of 
security. The people, however, were 
easily deceived, and whon the re- 
port of the disaster to the gang in New 
Mexico was denied vigilance was re- 
ed Still the expected raid was 
not made.
